Large Surplus Dairy 
Products 


dairy farmers this country, 

making final decision this 
program, should have mind cer- 
tain fundamental facts. There 
not now and has not been during 
the entire period the depression 
any large surplus dairy products. 
true, during the last six months 
1933 there was approximately 
three per cent surplus milk pro- 
duced which was made into one 
hundred million pounds butter 
and thirty million pounds cheese. 
This comparatively small surplus 
has all been easily disposed 
follows: The government purchased 
and distributed fifty million pounds 
butter families temporarily 
unemployed and relief. 

The butter industry itself con- 
ducted advertising campaign 
which disposed the other fifty 
million pounds through increased 
commercial sales. The Department 


Agriculture reported that com- 
mercial sales butter during Janu- 
ary and February this year were 
four five times greater than dur- 
ing the same months last year and 
this notwithstanding the fact that 
during the month February, 1934, 
prices New York Extras averaged 
six and three-quarter cents pound 
more than February, 
ing this same period the cheese in- 
dustry conducted cheese week 
campaign which disposed most 
the cheese surplus that present 
there material surplus dairy 
products. the contrary, there 
potential consumptive market 
awaiting this industry for fifty per 
cent more dairy products than 
now being produced. 

According Department Agri- 
culture estimates supported 
many other surveys, the average 
consumption milk this country 
today considerably less than one 
pint per person. Scientific and food 
authorities say should double 
this amount the interest health 
and well-being. committee com- 
posed outstanding food scientists 
appointed the American Public

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Breeding Program 


URING the past several years 
has been pleasure 


visit large number the 
dairy herds New York State. 
Since are concentrating our ef- 
forts the development dairy 
herd containing representatives 
the various dairy breeds that will 
credit the college and this great 
dairy state, have naturally studied 
the breeding programs and the 
progress that being made the 
herds visited. The observations 
have made these herds, and the 
number has been sufficiently large 
present rather accurate picture 
conditions they exist, would 
lead make the following classi- 
fications the dairy herds New 
York State. 

Herds that are showing defi- 
nite improvement type, quality 
and productive efficiency. Certain- 
not over twenty per cent the 
herds could included this group 
and probably fifteen per cent would 
more accurate figure. 

Herds that not show any in- 
dications improvement, either 
type productive efficiency. This 
group all odds the largest, and 
would include roughly sixty per cent 
all the herds the state. 

Herds that show definite evi- 
dence failure maintain the 
degree perfection that they had 
once reached. The basis for this 
observation was comparison the 
heifers and young cows the herd 
with the mature breeding matrons. 
would estimate that about twenty 
per cent the herds would have 
placed this group. 


Lack Progress Breeding 


HAVE painted rather black pic- 

ture for you, but the facts cannot 
denied. realize there are many 
factors which have and are influenc- 
ing the development dairy cattle. 
However, believe there are just 
three reasons which are largely re- 
sponsible for this lack progress.

failure control disease prob- 
ably should head the list. The first 
essential successful dairy farming 
disease control. matter how 
well bred animal how great 
her productive capacity disease 
can render her inefficient produc- 
er. The best bull the world can 
accomplish little herd badly in- 
fected with Bang abortion. Udder 
troubles are taking heavy tolls from 
our dairies and rendering much 
larger number cows unprofitable 
producers milk. Equally impor- 
tant the control calf diseases. 
Each year large number calves 
die from infectious diseases. The 
usefulness many other calves, 
even though they live, greatly re- 
duced. 


Grow Young Stock Properly 


the part dairymen grow 
their young stock properly. This 
particularly important because 
the short productive period our 
cows. The data tells that the 
average productive period the 
dairy cows New York State will 
not exceed four years. heifer that 
poorly grown and freshens under- 
size cannot produce milk efficiently. 
quite unlikely that poorly 
grown heifer will ever reach the pro- 
ductive level she would have 
had she been grown rapidly from 
birth until the time freshening. 
the other hand, assume that 
she will continue develop during 
the first and second lactation peri- 
ods she will not reach satisfactory 
level production until the third 
lactation and the average cow 
gone the end the fourth lacta- 
tion. Therefore, cannot afford 
retard the development our 
young stock. 


failure grow young stock 
properly frequently the result 


attempting raise more calves than 
can properly cared for. 
the old story, any calf that worth 
raising worth raising well. 
should not lose sight the fact that 
the cheapest time cull the 
time the calf born. cannot 
afford raise heifer calf from 
unprofitably producing dam. The 
high price milk and cows 1928 
and 1929 influenced dairymen 
raise large percentage the heifers 
born. This, turn, has resulted 
surplus both cows and milk 
believe our slogan should 
be, raise only good heifers and raise 
these well. 


Avoid Undue Expense 


AISING calves well 
necessarily mean undue ex- 
judgment means just the oppo- 
site. are building our calf feed- 
ing program around abundance 
good quality early-cut hay. 
are limiting our calves 
mum three pounds concen- 
trates per day which encourages the 
calf consume lots hay. Hay 
the dairyman’s cheapest feed. 
amounts hay also influences the 
development deep body and well 
sprung ribs which essential 
dairy cow for economical milk pro- 
duction. Heavy feeding concen- 
trates greatly reduces the amount 
hay young stock and calves will con- 
sume. This results the develop- 
ment cow lacking depth body 
and spring ribs. number 
4-H Club boys and girls are guilty 
overfeeding both with milk and con- 
centrates. Such practice 
pensive and the same time 
likely result the development 
cow lacking decidedly feeding 
capacity.

This business dairy cattle 
breeding fascinating because 
accompanied both success and 
failure. not think the business 
will ever developed the extent 
that will not accompanied 
occasional failure disappoint- 
ment. 


speak certain men master 
breeders. This does not mean that 
they are successful breeding every 
cow perfect animal. simply 
means that they have studied their 
business and have formulated defi- 
nite plans which enables them re- 
duce the number failures the 
extent that they are able show 
definite progress. man not 
successful breeder simply because 
breeds few outstanding cows. The 
successful breeder the man who, 
generation after generation, can 
show definite progress. Success 
any one generation may the re- 
such case the credit should 
the man who bred the bull. John 
Clark once said, man suc- 
cessful breeder when has bred 
the dam his herd sire, and that

point want get over 

you the fact that the breeding 
and development good herd 
dairy cattle not simple task. 
Success any line animal breed- 
requires good sound judgment, 
carefully constructed program, 
efforts and man who 


One’s judgment can easily 
destroyed because his personal 
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like dislike for particular family 
line breeding. must learn 
evaluate our dairy cattle their 
actual merits and not what 
thought they should have been. 
failure study critically the dairy 
cattle, particularly the young ani- 
mals are breeding, frequently 
results destroying years prog- 
ress. One the best known and 
most successful breeders dairy 
cattle New York State has re- 
peatedly told that makes 
attempt follow the identity the 
young animals his herd from the 
time birth until they come into 
milk production. Therefore, 
position study critically his 
young stock with perfectly open 
mind. 


Analyze Herd 


the establishment breeding 
program the first step should 
careful analysis the herd the 


basis type and production. The 


dairyman engaged the production 
fluid milk inclined argue that 
type not important him. 
judgment this man error. 
have been told that there 
correlation between type and pro- 
duction. believe this misstate- 
ment facts. 


Type denotes function. this 
mean that there correlation 
between type and production. 
you follow the work the really 
good judges the show ring you 
will find that the show ring and pro- 
duction are coming very close to- 
gether. The lack funds has led 
many the smaller fairs use 
judges that are really not qualified 
the job. many cases the 
individuals selected for the top ani- 
mals these small shows will not 
show very high correlation factor 
between type and production. 


Certain critics are inclined se- 
lect these cases proof that there 
correlation between type and 
production. great deal more good 
would accomplished they di- 
rected their efforts towards securing 
qualified judges for our county fairs. 
Dodge has told that many 
the Jerseys purchased his 
early work Hood Farms were se- 
lected the basis type alone and 
that with few exceptions they 
proved great producers. 
will cite personal experience 
further evidence the fact that 
there correlation between type 
and production. During the past 
few years have purchased num- 
ber dairy cows for the University 
herd. 

The number dairy cows, with 
records, that can purchased are 


extremely limited and when one 
located the price usually too high 
justify her purchase. Therefore, 
type was necessarily the principle 
basis upon which these purchases 
were made. These cows, purchased 
upon the basis type, have with 
very few exceptions proved 
good producers and many cases 
excellent producers. One cow was 
purchased with semi-official ma- 
ture record just over 10,000 
pounds milk and 300 pounds 
butter fat. the basis type, 
predicted that this cow, given 
fair opportunity, could least 
double this record. She measured 
nine year old record over 22,000 
pounds milk and 706 pounds 
butter fat. ten year old cow 
she has again exceeded 100 pounds 
milk day. Ayrshire heifer 
unknown breeding purchased 
her dairy qualities completed 
world’s record the University 
herd. could point out many more 
examples, but this sufficient 
illustrate the point. 


Study Type Defects 


true that certain examples can 
pointed out where cows with 
certain type defects are great pro- 
ducers. Many our students are 
inclined take this fact evidence 
that such type defect not im- 
portant. The point that they have 
overlooked the fact that type 
defect may not prove serious far 
the individual concerned, but 
wholly neglected may become 
greatly reduce the usefulness the 
offspring. 

The successful breeder must 
more familiar with the type defects 
his herd than anyone else. 
are familiar with the type defects 
select bull that particularly 
strong the points where the herd 
weak. Such practice few 
generations can much correct 
eliminate the type defects our 
herd. typical example type 
defects broken away udder. 
have all seen cows with broken away 
udders that are good producers. 
However, one would certainly not 
want select such cow the dam 
his herd sire. select bull 
from cow whose udder badly 
broken away and mate this bull 
cows whose udders are poorly at- 
few generations until the offspring 
resulting from this mating will 
weak the udders that they cannot

Keeping the Vitamin Content 


AIRYMEN should feel sense 
proprietary interest the 

vitamins, for milk played 
important role their discovery. 
was back 1906 that Professor 
Hopkins Cambridge University 
concluded that animal could live 
upon mixture pure protein, 
fat, carbohydrate and the necessary 
mineral matter, and that other un- 
known substances were essential. 
These found liberally supplied 
milk. Seven years later one 
these unknown was identified 
Vitamin and butter fat was the 
medium its birth. 

was the discovery these vita- 
mins, starting less than twenty-five 
years ago, that made food con- 
scious. And furthermore, addi- 
tion influencing the food habits 
millions, these pesky little com- 
pounds are going have lot 
influence future methods feed- 
ing the dairy cow and dairy farm 
management. 


Milk Influenced Vitamin 
Content 


ILK, all its constituents, 

most subject influence its 
vitamin content. The more tangi- 
ble such the protein, 
fat, sugar and minerals, remain 
relatively stable. excess 
deficiency any one them the 
ration has little influence the 
composition the milk. With the 
vitamins, however, different 
story.

Least Six Vitamins Milk 


ODAY are told there are 

least six these vitamins and 
evidence others, all essential the 
diet. Incidentally, milk has them 
all. Some are more important than 
others. Vitamin one these. 
According Sherman, outstand- 
ing authority nutrition, dif- 
ferences the intake this vita- 
min more than any other which 
affects the general health and length 
life people today. 

infection preventing vitamin, since 
deficiency the diet affects the 
epithelial tissues the body and 
infection gains easier foothold. 
Some recent experimental work 
with calves the Bureau Dairy 
Industry farm Beltsville, Mary- 
tration. Where the calves received 
milk from cows ration low 
Vitamin death resulted all the 
calves, generally from pneumonia, 
whereas other calves the same 
ration, fed cream cod liver oil, 
both rich sources Vitamin were 
normal. 

McCollum, discoverer Vitamin 
and pioneer worker the vita- 
min field, early showed that the 
content milk was dependent 
the ration the cow was receiving. 
the Beltsville work the milk pro- 
duced from cows No. alfalfa 
was four times rich this vita- 
min that from cows fed timothy 


hay and, furthermore, milk from 
these alfalfa fed cows produced 
fifty per cent faster gains feeding 
tests with rats, due largely the 
extra Vitamin present. 

Cows pasture should put- 
ting more Vitamin their milk 
since green plant tissues are about 
the richest sources this essential 
factor. Recent tests Wisconsin 
showed that under good average 
feeding conditions milk reached 
maximum Vitamin value during 
the summer months, then gradually 
decreasing until low point was 
reached the early spring months. 

Apparently, the dairy cow pos- 
sesses the ability increase the 
Vitamin content her milk rap- 
idly good ration, but that the 
milk only slowly decreases 
poorer ration. This due the 
reserve this vitamin which the 
cow can store her own body 
times plenty for use times 
Since milk and butter 
are two the most important 
sources this the diet 
today, what are the possibilities 
maintaining the potency this and 
other vitamins high level 
throughout the year? someone 
has asked, possible produce 
summer milk the winter time?

quoting portion new bulletin 
sanitary regulations. this 
summary have purposely omitted 
the regulations concerning tuberculo- 
sis because these

summary not bave special regula- 
tions concerning Bang’s Disease but 
are probably covered health cer- 
tificate.

Alabama 


intended for breeding 
purposes, that are infected with 
the Bang’s bacillus, shall brought 
into the State. Dairy and breed- 
ing cattle shall tested the tube 
agglutination test. Pregnant cows 
must not tested within months 
date delivery, nor shall the 
test applied before days after 
the calf born. 


Arizona

The average produc- 
tion this group cows 1932 
was 8237 pounds milk and 299 
pounds butter fat compared the 
average production all cows the 
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state less than 5500 pounds 
milk and 200 pounds butter fat. 


1932 there were 1,030 cows 
culled out 34,281 cows tested 
the dairy herd improvement asso- 
ciations because low and unprofit- 
able production. other words, 
this group dairymen found de- 
sirable eliminate three per cent 
their cows because they were not 
nomically. this basis, all the 
cows the state were tested and 
the unprofitable producers culled 
out the question surplus milk 
would disappear. Not only would 
our milk markets improved but 
the herd from which those cows were 
culled would have advanced one 
step towards economical milk pro- 
duction. 


Standard for Herd 


dairyman has found out 
just where stands after 
position establish his future 
breeding program. His first step 
should the establishment 
goal standard for his herd five 
years from date. 

The most important single factor 
that will determine whether 
successful reaching his goal the 
bull that selects head his herd. 
Each cow inherits definite produc- 
tive capacity, reason her 
breeding, beyond which feeding and 
management cannot develop her. 
general, the sire and dam con- 
tributes equally the genetic make- 
the offspring. Because this 
fact the bull will determine which 
poor bull, production may actually 
decreased. 

Too many dairymen are heading 
their herds with the latter bull which 
little more than cow freshener. 
have come contact with lot 
dairymen who were willing pay 
$100 more for promising young 
cow add their herds. These 
same dairymen want purchase 
bull for ten fifteen dollars that 
five years later will the sire 
most the females their herds. 
not criticize these dairymen for 
trying get their bull cheaply 
possible, but criticize them for 


purchasing bull that not good 
enough the job. 

think all appreciate that 
what pay for bull does not de- 


termine his value. genetic 
make-up bull cannot deter- 
mined from the 
great show bull may may not 
sire show ring winners. 
true value can only determined 
evaluating his offspring. 
other words, one bull may very 
expensive gift and another 
cheap any price. 


Selecting Proved Bull 


odds the safest procedure. How- 
ever, the number desirable proved 
bulls extremely limited and when 
one located the price frequently 
puts him out the question for 
most us. This should not dis- 
courage against trying find 
proved bull, because the only 
way can sure where are 
going. 

‘There are several very important 
considerations connection with 
the selection proved sire that 
think are inclined overlook. 
the first place should sure 
that the proved bull select free 
from any infectious disease that 
may practically ruin 
Secondly, must sure that 
not uncertain breeder. 
sterile bull enough put many 
out business. Thirdly, 
should know the conditions under 
which the bull select was proved. 
bull proved rather poor herd 
may lower production when placed 
the head good herd. Fourth, 
proved bull should not selected 
the basis production alone. 
must quite sure that his daugh- 
ters are not carrying some type de- 
fects that will seriously influence 
their future usefulness which will 
require years breeding correct. 
Fifth, the bull selected should 
blood line that will fit into our 
breeding program. 


Choosing Unproved Bull 


the limited number 
proved sires available the 
present time many will have 
head our herd with unproved bulls. 
this case the best procedure 
select son proved bull out 
proved dam. 

selecting unproved bull 
think breeder should first 
bull that carries the blood which 
particularly interested. The 
next thing that requires considera- 
tion the dam this bull. The 
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dam should equal not better 
than the best females which 
mated. The udder should 
given special consideration. 

The bull’s half-sisters are the best 
index his sire’s transmitting 


ability. necessary consider 
all half-sisters because very 
easy badly misled one con- 
siders only selected group. 
would rather have bull from sire 
all whose daughters are uniform- 
good even though none them 
are particularly outstanding than 
from sire with few very high pro- 
ducing daughters but also with some 
daughters very low production. 
this case one can quite sure 
that the young bull will not prove 
the exception his sisters. the 
other hand, select young bull 
from sire whose offspring show 
great deal variation can never 
sure how will turn out. 


course, the perfect pedigree 
one which all the animals that 
appear are good individuals and 
have demonstrated their reproduc- 
ing ability. However, one should 
never select bull because his great 
grandam was world’s record cow 
and neglect give his own sire and 
dam proper consideration. 

The successful sire not neces- 
sarily great show bull. The in- 
dividuality his dam 
sisters are much more importance. 
However, want bull alert, 
strong, with plenty masculine 
qualities and the same time show- 
ing quality, refinement and breed 
character. 


Following the Breeding Program 


study the breeding program 
the early Shorthorn breeders 
England and the breeders this 
country who have been successful 
breed improvement, must con- 
clude that system line breeding 
most likely produce results. 
In-breeding some cases pro- 
duces excellent results. However, 
there are many dangers connected 
with in-breeding that make dan- 
gerous for the inexperienced breed- 


er. John Clark has stated the prob- 


lem well the following statement, 
“Little added and little sub- 
tracted in-breeding, but the in- 
herited characteristics are exag- 
This means that in- 
breeding practiced with animals 
carrying certain defects, these de- 
fects will greatly exaggerated. 
Only animals superior merit 
should in-bred. Constructive 
line breeding much safer and 
the same time gives concentration 
blood that reduces the variations 
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and results the development 
more uniform herd. 

Many breeders make the mistake 
not following their breeding 
program. refer the breeder 
that follows successful sire with 
bull that violent outcross. 
best such practice will result all 
kinds variation and may even 
destroy all the progress that 
has made. 

have already pointed out, 
doubt anyone will ever suc- 
cessful eliminating all the fail- 
ures and disappointments connected 
with this business dairy cattle 
breeding, but can greatly reduce 
these failures and disappointments 
following constructive breeding 
program.

New Bang Law Virginia 
bill has been enacted the 

General Assembly Virginia 
for the control Bang’s Disease. 
This new law sets arrange- 
ment counties cooperating with 
the State whereby the breeder may 
secure compensation for all cattle 
slaughtered the eradication 
Bang’s Disease. 

The compensation paid for 
such slaughtered cattle shall 
equal one-third the difference 
between the appraised value and the 
salvage value the animal 
slaughtered, provided such pay- 
ment shall exceed twenty dollars for 
any unregistered animal 
forty dollars for any pure bred 
registered animal, and, provided 
further, payment shall made 
account any animal imported 
into the State unless and until such 
animal shall have passed within 
Virginia least one negative test 
for the disease for which 
slaughtered. 


Certificates for Bang’s Disease 
herds have been issued the State 
Virginia. Dr. Givens re- 
ports that forty-four Guernsey herds, 
twenty-six Holstein herds and fif- 
teen Jersey herds have received 
certificates showing that these herds 
are free from abortion. Several 
mixed herds have also been accre- 
dited.
